INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 
Labels,  Cartons,  etc.,  for  Prepared  Meats  and  Products. 

Hereafter  before  submitting  for  approval  labels,  cartons,  etc.,  for  prepared 
meat  or  meat  food  product  a  list  of  all  the  ingredients  and  the  percentage  of 
each  should  be  written  on  the  back  of  each  label,  carton,  etc.  The  information 
thus  obtained  is  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Washington  office  to  handle  the 
matter  intelligently  and  expeditiously. 

Labels  in  Foreign  Languages. 

With  reference  to  labels,  stencils,  etc.,  in  a  foreign  language,  the  bureau  must 
insist  that  the  names  of  added  substances  shall  also  appear  in  the  foreign  lan- 
guage as  well  as  in  English. 

Inspection  Legend  on  House  Brands  Must  be  Legible. 

In  some  cases  the  inspection  legend  applied  by  house  brands  is  quite  illegible. 
This  appears  to  be  due  either  to  careless  branding  or  to  the  letters  on  brands 
being  placed  too  close  together  or  not  being  sufficiently  large  or  sharp  to  make 
a  clear  impression.  This  matter  should  be  given  careful  attention,  and  all 
hrands  with  which  it  is  not  practicable  to  make  a  clear  and  legible  impression 
should,  be  discarded.     In  some  cases  the  trade  name  of  the  product  is  so  large 
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as  to  leave  insufficient  space  for  the  inspection  legend.  The  names  on  such 
brands  should  be  so  reduced  in  size  as  to  permit  the  inspection  legend  to  appear 
in  letters  large  enough  to  insure  a  clear  and  legible  impression.  Employees  will 
also  insist  that  greater  care  be  exercised  in  applying  brands,  and  see  that  the 
meats  are  dried  sufficiently  to  insure  against  the  spreading  of  the  ink. 


SUBSTANCES  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  department  in 
the  official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies : 

"  Karboline"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Union  Oil  Works, 
Houston,  Tex.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  53  gallons  of 
water. 

"  Qilmola,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  Z.  D.  Gilman,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.    Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  to  not  more  than  72  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips 
which  are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they 
permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the 
guaranty  required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and 
amendments  thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said 
regulations  or  amendments.

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INSPECTION  AND  TESTING  OF  ANIMALS  FOR  EXPORT  TO  CANADA. 

Recently  certain  shipments  of  live  stock  to  Canada  have  been  detained  at  the 
border,  owing  to  the  fact  that  certificates  accompanying  the  animals  have  been 
signed  by  bureau  inspectors  whose  names  were  not  upon  the  list  of  those 
authorized  to  issue  such  certificates,  or  to  indorse  the  mallein  test  charts  of 
practicing  veterinarians  registered  with  the  bureau  for  the  purpose  of  apply- 
iug  the  mallein  test  to  horse  stock  inteuded  for  export  to  Canada.  The  veter- 
inary director  general,  Ottawa,  Canada,  keeps  a  file  of  bureau  inspectors  au- 
thorized to  issue  such  certificates,  and  inspectors  should  not  indorse  certificates 
of  mallein  tests,  apply  the  tuberculin  test  to  cattle,  or  make  inspections  of  sheep 
and  swine  for  export  to  Canada  unless  they  have  been  previously  notified 
by  tiie  bureau  that  their  names  have  been  'isted  with  the  proper  Canadian 
authorities. 

Inspectors  in  charge  will  consult  their  files,  and  if  it  appears  advisable  to 
add  the  names  of  any  inspectors  on  their  force  to  such  list  they  will  make 
recommendations  accordingly. 

The  reports  of  tuberculin  tests  for  Canadian  export  should  be  made  on 
Q.  D.  Form  16,  which  is  in  duplicate.  The  first  section  should  accompany 
the  animal,  together  with  Q.  D.  Form  IT ;  the  duplicate  copy  of  Q.  D.  Form  16 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  bureau  after  a  press  copy  has  been  taken  for  the 
files  at  the  local  office.  The  inspection  should  also  be  reported  to  the  bureau 
on  Q.  D.  Form  18. 

In  the  mallein  testing  of  horse  stock  Q.  D.  Form  20  should  be  issued  to 
accompany  the  animals,  and  the  test  should  be  reported  to  the  bureau  on  Q.  D. 
Forms  18  and  24.  The  mallein  test  should  be  applied  and  the  certificates  of 
registered  veterinarians  indorsed  in  accordance  with  previous  letters  of  in- 
structions and  directions  which  have  appeared  from  time  to  time  in  Service 
Announcements. 

Q.  D.  Form  55,  in  duplicate,  is  for  use  in  connection  with  the  inspection 
of  swine  in  accordance  with  section  42  of  the  Canadian  regulations  relative  to 
animals'  quarantine.  One  copy  of  such  form  should  accompany  the  shipment 
and  theL  other  be  forwarded  to  the  bureau  after  a  press  copy  has  been  taken 
for  record  at  the  local  office.  Such  inspection  should  also  be  reported  on  Q.  D. 
Form  18. 

In  the  dipping  of  sheep,  as  provided  by  Canadian  ministerial  order  No.  40, 
I.  D.  Form  24  should  accompany  the  animals  and  a  report  on  Q.  D.  Form  IS 
be  promptly  forwarded  to  the  bureau.  Such  report  should  indicate  the  form 
and  number  of  certificate  issued,  and  there  should  appear  upon  the  same  the 
dates  upon  which  the  dippings  were  supervised. 

Bureau  inspectors  in  charge  will  see  that  their  offices  are  supplied  with  the 
required  forms.  It  will  be  advisable  for  inspectors  to  have  on  file  in  their 
offices  a  copy  of  Canadian  regulations  relating  to  animals'  quarantine,  and  in 
case  such  is  not  found  in  any  office  of  the  bureau  it  is  suggested  that  appli- 
cation for  a  copy  be  made  to  Dr.  F.  Torrance,  veterinary  director  general.

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ADDITIONAL  INFORMATION  REQUIRED  BY  REVISED  FORM  T-15 

REPORT. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  in  charge  and  others  having  authorizations  is 
directed  to  the  additional  information  required  by  the  new  Form  T-15  report,  a 
supply  of  which  will  be  furnished  shortly  to  all  employees  interested.  The 
principal  differences  between  the  old  and  new  reports  are  that  the  latter  must 
be  submitted  by  each  employee  having  an  authorization  in  his  favor,  and  the 
class  of  work  involved  in  all  expenditures,  including  salaries,  must  be  shown. 
In  preparing  this  report  the  following  method  should  be  observed : 

1.  The  salaries  of  the  forces  engaged  exclusively  in  meat  inspection  should 
be  divided  in  the  proper  proportion  between  antemortem,  postmortem,  prepara- 
tion and  shipping  of  meat  products,  and  general  meat  inspection.  At  stations 
where  laboratories  are  maintained  the  classification  of  laboratory  inspection 
should  be  added.  The  amount  to  be  charged  against  each  class  of  work  prob- 
ably can  be  determined  more  accurately  if  the  total  amount  of  salaries  is  appor- 
tioned as  a  whole  instead  of  attempting  to  charge  the  salaries  of  certain 
employees  to  certain  classes  of  work. 

2.  If  it  is  impracticable  to  apportion  such  expenses  as  office  rental,  telephone 
service,  and  other  miscellaneous  items  of  this  character,  they  may  be  charged 
to  the  classification  of  general  meat  inspection.  It  appears,  however,  that  there 
should  be  no  difficulty  in  apportioning  the  items  of  salaries  of  employees  and 
travel  expenses. 

3.  Additional  classifications  for  the  work  conducted  by  forces  other  than  those 
engaged  exclusively  in  meat  inspection  may  be  such  as,  for  example,  inspection 
of  renovated-butter  factories,  market-milk  investigations,  dairy-farming  investi- 
gations, dairy-products  investigations,  supervision  of  transportation  of  live 
stock,  enforcement  of  the  28-hour  law,  sheep  scabies,  cattle  scabies,  eradicating 
cattle  ticks,  or  such  other  classification  as  may  be  necessary  to  describe  the 
work.  If  there  is  uncertainty  as  to  the  particular  class  of  work  to  which  each 
expense  is  properly  chargeable,  the  matter  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Washington  office  at  once  in  order  that  further  instructions  may  be  given. 

4.  Employees  holding  authorizations  for  a  specific  trip  or  for  other  specific 
purpose,  as  distinguished  from  authorizations  which  extend  over  an  entire 
year,  should  submit  report  Form  T-15  upon  completion  of  the  work  outlined  in 
said  authorizations  instead  of  at  the  end  of  the  month. 


PER  DIEM  ALLOWANCE  IN  LIEU  OF  SUBSISTENCE  AND  TRAVELING- 
EXPENSES. 

General  Order  No.  158.  Department  of  Agriculture, 

Office  of  the  Secretary, 
Washington,  D.  C,  August  24,  1912. 

The  act  making  appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  provides : 

"  That  hereafter,  when  officials  and  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture are  traveling  on  official  business  in  the  United  States,  they  may  be 
allowed  necessary  railroad  and  steamboat  fares,  sleeping  berth,  and  stateroom 
on  steamboats,  livery  hire  and  stage  fare,  and  other  means  of  conveyance  be- 
tween points  not  accessible  by  railroad,  but  in  lieu  of  subsistence  and  all 
other  traveling  expenses  they  may  receive  a  per  diem  allowance,  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Secretary  in  each  case,  in  addition  to  their  regular  salaries,  subject  to 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  prescribe.''

Under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  paragraph,  all  officers  and  employees 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  on  statutory  and  lump-fund  rolls,  when  trav- 
eling on  official  business  of  the  department  in  the  United  States,  on  and  after 
October  1,  1912,  will  be  reimbursed  for  actual  expenses  incurred  for  necessary 
railroad  and  steamboat  fares,  sleeping  berth,  and  stateroom  on  steamboats, 
livery  hire  and  stage  fare,  street  car,  transfer  coach,  and  omnibus  fares,  trans- 
fer of  baggage  between  depots  and  hotels,  and  other  means  of  conveyance  be- 
tween points  not  accessible  by  railroad,  but  in  lieu  of  subsistence  and  all  other 
traveling  expenses  they  will  receive  a  per  diem  allowance,  in  addition  to  their 
regular  salaries,  not  to  exceed  the  maximum  amounts  set  forth  in  the  fol- 
lowing classification.  The  chief  of  the  particular  bureau,  independent  division, 
or  independent  office,  under  whose  direction  the  travel  is  to  be  performed,  will 
recommend  to  the  Secretary,  in  the  request  for  authorization  of  the  travel, 
the  rate  per  diem  which  each  officer  and  employee  should  receive,  which  rate 
must  not  exceed  the  maximum  rate  of  the  class  to  which  the  officer  or  employee 
belongs,  as  shown  below,  but  may  be  as  much  less  as  the  chief  of  bureau  deems 
to  be  equitable  and  economical,  taking  into  consideration  the  official  position 
of  the  traveler,  the  character  of  the  duties  the  traveler  is  called  upon  to  dis- 
charge in  connection  with  the  travel,  and  the  section  of  the  country  to  be 
visited.  All  current  letters  of  authorization  will  be  amended  in  accordance 
with  this  order,  and  chiefs  of  bureaus,  independent  divisions,  and  offices  will 
submit  their  recommendations  to  the  Secretary  as  soon  as  practicable.  In 
urgent  or  emergency  cases,  or  where  the  station  of  the  traveler  is  so  remote  as 
to  render  it  impracticable  to  obtain  the  approval  of  the  rate  by  the  Secretary 
in  advance  of  the  travel,  the  officer  or  employee  in  charge  may  fix  the  rate, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary,  but  under  no  circumstances  shall  the 
rate  so  fixed  be  in  excess  of  the  maximum  rate  herein  set  forth. 

CLASSIFICATION   AND   MAXIMUM   PER  DIEM  ALLOWANCES   FOR  TRAVEL  IN  THE  UNITED 
STATES    BY    OFFICERS    AND   EMPLOYEES    OF    THE    DEPARTMENT    OF    AGRICULTURE. 

Class  A. — By  the  chief  clerk  of  the  department,  solicitor  of  the  department, 
chiefs  of  bureaus,  and  chiefs  of  independent  divisions  and  offices, 
not  to  exceed  five  dollars  per  diem. 
Class  B. — By  officers  and  employees  performing  important  scientific  or  pro- 
fessional work  in  the  field,  not  to  exceed  four  dollars  per  diem. 
Class  C. — By  officers  and  employees  performing  field  duties  of  a  supervisory 

character,  not  to  exceed  four  dollars  per  diem. 
Class  D. — By   officers   and   employees   subordinate   to  and   assisting  those  in 
charge  of  field  work,  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  diem. 
Class  E. — By  clerical  employees  performing  administrative  or  executive  work 

in  the  field,  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  diem. 
Class  F. — By  subclerical  employees,  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  per  diem. 
Class  G. — By  artisans,  skilled  trade,  and  other  employees  not  included  in  the 
foregoing  classes,  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  per  diem. 
Provided,  however,  that  such  per  diem  allowances  as  are  specified  above  shall 
be  increased  one  dollar  in  the  cities  of  Albuquerque,  Atlanta,  Baltimore,  Boston, 
Buffalo,  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  Denver,  Detroit,  Indianapolis,  Kansas 
City  (Mo.),  Los  Angeles,  Milwaukee,  Minneapolis,  Missoula,  New  Orleans,  New 
York,  Ogden,  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  Portland  (Oreg.),  Seattle,  Saint  Louis, 
Saint  Paul,  Salt  Lake  City,  San  Francisco,  and  Washington,  when  the  traveler 
remains  one-half  day  or  longer  (two  meals,  or  one  meal  and  one  lodging  to  be 
considered  as  a  half  day).  On  days  for  which  the  higher  rate  is  claimed  the 
account  must  show  plainly  that  expenses  were  incurred  for  at  least  a  half  day. 
The  following  travel  expense  items  will  be  included  in  and  covered  by  the 
per  diem  allowance:  Baths,  laundry,  meals  and  lodging,  fees  to  waiters,  Pull- 
man fares  in  parlor  or  chair  cars,  fees  to  porters  in  sleeping  cars,  parlor  or 
chair  cars,  steward  fees,  and  the  checking  and  porterage  of  baggage  at  hotels 
and  depots. 

The  following  expense  items  are  not  included  in  and  covered  by  the  per 
diem  allowance,  and  will  be  allowed  in  addition  thereto  in  accordance  with  the 
Fiscal  Regulations:  Cash  fares  on  railroads  and  steamboats,  cash  paid  for  a 
sleeping-car  berth  and  berth  on  steamboats,  street  car,  transfer  coach,  and 
omnibus  fares  and  transfer  of  baggage  between  depots  and  hotels,  and  tele- 
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graph  and  telephone  messages  on  official  business.  Use  of  hotel  room  in  the 
daytime  for  the  transaction  of  official  business  will  only  be  allowed  when  spe- 
cially approved  by  the  Secretary.  When  meals  are  included  in  steamboat 
fare,  a  per  diem  allowance  in  lieu  of  subsistence  will  not  be  allowed. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  fractional  parts  of  a  day  will  not  be 
regarded  as  a  whole  day  in  the  allowance  of  per  diem  in  lieu  of  subsistence  in 
connection  with  official  travel,  but  for  any  fractional  part  of  a  day  one-half  of 
a  full  day's  per  diem  will  be  allowed.  Provided,  that  an  employee  leaving  his 
official  station  after  supper,  or  arriving  at  his  official  station  before  breakfast, 
will  not  be  allowed  subsistence  for  those  days.  The  day  and  hour  of  begin- 
ning and  ending  travel,  and  the  first  and  last  items  of  expense  incurred,  must 
be  clearly  stated  in  the  account.  When  the  travel  begins  and  ends  the  same 
day,  a  per  diem  allowance  in  lieu  of  subsistence  will  not  be  allowed,  but  the 
actual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  will  be  allowed  in  accordance  with  the 
Fiscal  Regulations. 

The  Fiscal  Regulations  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  amended 
accordingly. 

TRAVEL  IN   FOREIGN   COUNTRIES. 

Travel  in  foreign  countries,  when  authorized,  will  be  performed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Fiscal  Regulations  of  the  Department,  as  heretofore.

Attention  is  invited  to  the  following  provision  in  the  act  approved  August  24, 
1912,  making  appropriations  for  the  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  and  for  other  purposes : 

Sec  8.  After  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  postmasters,  assist- 
ant postmasters,  collectors  of  customs,  collectors  of  internal  revenue,  chief  clerks 
of  the  various  executive  departments  and  bureaus,  or  clerks  designated  by 
them  for  the  purpose,  the  superintendent,  the  acting  superintendent,  custodian, 
and  principal  clerks  of  the  various  national  parks  and  other  Government  reser- 
vations, superintendents,  acting  superintendents,  and  principal  clerks  of  the 
different  Indian  superintendencies  or  Indian  agencies,  and  chiefs  of  field  parties, 
are  required,  empowered,  and  authorized,  when  requested,  to  administer  oaths, 
required  by  law  or  otherwise,  to  accounts  for  travel  or  other  expenses  against 
the  United  States,  with  like  force  and  effect  as  officers  having  a  seal ;  for  such 
services  when .  so  rendered,  or  when  rendered  on  demand  after  said  date  by 
notaries  public,  who  at  the  time  are  also  salaried  officers  or  employees  of  the 
United  States,  no  charge  shall  be  made;  and  on  and  after  July  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twelve,  no  fee  or  money  paid  for  the  services  herein  described  shall 
be  paid  or  reimbursed  by  the  United  States. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  paragraph,  all  oaths  to  accounts  for 
travel  or  other  expenses  against  the  Department  of  Agriculture  must  be  admin- 
istered by  the  officials  named  in  the  provision  without  charge,  and  on  and 
after  July  1,  1912,  no  fee  or  money  paid  for  administering  oaths  to  such 
accounts  shall  be  paid  or  reimbursed  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

All  previous  orders  and  fiscal  regulations  in  conflict  with  the  above  are  hereby 
revoked.

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PAYMENT  BY  THE  DEPARTMENT  FOR  TELEPHONE   SERVICE  IN  PRI- 
VATE RESIDENCES  PROHIBITED. 

.The  attention  of  all  bureau  employees  concerned  is  called  to  the  following 
order : 

General  Order  No.  161.

Attention  is  invited  to  the  following  provision  in  the  act  approved  August  23, 
1912,  making  appropriations  for  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  expenses 
of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1913,  and  for  other 
purposes : 

Sec  7.  That  no  money  appropriated  by  this  or  any  other  act  shall  be  expended 
for  telephone  service  installed  in  any  private  residence  or  private  apartment 
or  for  tolls  or  other  charges  for  telephone  service  from  private  residences  or 
private  apartments,  except  for  long-distance  telephone  tolls  required  strictly 
for  the  public  business,  and  so  shown  by  vouchers  duly  sworn  to  and  approved 
by  the  head  of  the  department,  division,  bureau,  or  office  in  which  the  official 
using  such  telephone  or  incurring  the  expeDse  of  such  tolls  shall  be  employed. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  paragraph,  payment  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  for  telephone  service  in  private  residences  or  private 
apartments,  or  for  tolls  or  other' charges  for  telephone  service  from  private 
residences  or  apartments  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  in  the  field  is  pro- 
hibited, except  for  long-distance  telephone  calls  required  strictly  for  public 
business,  and  so  shown  by  vouchers  duly  sworn  to  and  approved  by  the  Secre- 
tary or  chief  of  bureau  in  which  the  official  or  employee  using  such  telephone 
or  incurring  the  expense  of  such  tolls  is  employed. 

All  previous  orders  and  fiscal  regulations  in  conflict  with  the  above  are  hereby 
revoked.

EMPLOYEES  AUTHORIZED  TO  HOLD  CERTAIN  MUNICIPAL  OFFICES. 

By  General  Order  162,  dated  August  29,  1912.  the  Acting  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture calls  the  attention  of  employees  of  the  Department  to  the  following 
Executive  order : 

The  temporary  office  of  moderator  of  a  town  meeting  and  offices  of  a  like 
character  are  hereby  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  Executive  order  of 
January  17,  1S73.  prohibiting  persons  in  the  Federal  civil  service  from  holding 
office  under  the  charter  or  ordinances  of  any  municipal  corporation,  and  may  be 
held  by  persons  in  the  executive  civil  service.  Membership  in  the  civil  service 
ought  not  to  prevent  an  employee  from  taking  part  in  the  ordinary  municipal 
affairs  of  the  community  in  which  he  lives,  where  that  part  does  not  involve 
permanent  service  but  only  such  a  temporary  duty  as  that  of  acting  as  chair- 
man of  a  municipal  business  meeting,  where  such  service  is  not  compensated  by 
any  salary  or  other  emolument,  and  where  the  attention  required  by  such  service 
does  not  interfere  with  the  regular  and  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the 
Federal  office  held. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  privilege  granted  by  this  order  officers  and  employees 
must  not  neglect  their  official  duties  and  must  not  engage  in  National,  State,  or 
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county  political  activity  in  violation  of  the  civil-service  rules;  and  in  seeking  the 
local  offices  named  or  in  performing  the  duties  thereof  employees  shall  not 
use  the  authority  or  influence  of  their  Federal  positions  nor  take  an  active  part 
in  political  management  or  in  political  campaigns.
